They will say, as soon as the Legislatare 
is in session, “we are not opposed to 
Responsible Government ; on the con- 
trary, we don’t care how soon the 
—— chends of departments are re- 
ieved of their offices, and we are willing 
to take our pensions and retire.” But 
not a single member of the Executive, 
so far as. we are permitted to learn their 
views, is willing that the constitution shall 
be altered in the coming session, so that 
Responsible Government may be estab.. 
lished stmultaneously with Confedera- 
tion. If the Government—the Goveroor 
and his constitational advisers—can have 
their way, the Colony shall eater the 
Dominion without any change of consti- 
tation. Neither on next Dominion Day, 
nor in 1872, but in 1873, at the earliest, 
will it be allowed to get rid of the irre- 
sponsibles who rule this country. Now, 
then, we ask, of what ose is it for the 
Government to say ‘‘we are in favor of 
Responsible Government ?” It is simply 
to hoodwink the people. It is simply to 
throw the people off their guatd, so as 
to get the Colony into the Dominion sp- 
parently with the consent of the people 
‘then Goy. Musgrave can retire to some 
other position, and receive at the hands 
of Her Mojesty the coveted distinetion 
of Katighthood—a Knight of the Bath, 
or of St. Miehael and St. George. That 
will satisfy him as one step in glory for 
sacrificing his life for the miserable pit- 
tance of $20,000 a yesr, besides a house 
fornished. Messrs. Tratch, Hankin, and 
Fillipo will still retain their offices as 
long as they can, with the self-satisfied 
air of gentlemen who have a pension for 
hfe guaranteed toeach of them. Mr. Ham- 
ley will be,tarned over to the Customs 
Department of the Dominion, and when- 
ever it may thick proper to bay him 
out with a good pension, he tvo 
wiil retire. Now we ask is there any- 
thing in this programme to satisfy the 
peeple? Is there avything from this 
sbowing to establish the fact that Con- 
federation will bring us ove whit nearer 
to Responsible Government than before ? 
If there is we cannot see it. On the 
contrary, we can only see an attempt 
made by Gov. Musgrave and his coun— 
cillors to use the of this Colony 
to'‘serve as stepping stones to raise them 
to’ wealth and distinction. The people 
are to be treated to honeyed words—their 
fitness..to govern themselves virtually 
admitted,.but their right to do so prac- 
tically denied. Now, if the people de- 
sire the present miserable constitution to 
remaip after Confederation ; if they de- 
‘sire Trutch, Hankin and Fillipo to reign 
over them with irresponsible authority 
io the fatnre as they bave done in the 
past ; if they want to enter the Domio- 
joa holding an inferior political statas to 
the half-breeds in Manitoba ; if they 
want to cuter the Dominion as a lot of 
political nonentities—pulitical incapables; 
if they wish to abdicate their political 
manhood and trast the Government tothe 
control of men who, without a single 
claim to theia offices, were piteb-furked 
into their positions—then we say, let the 
people say so—and when they have said 
so, let them forever afier hold their 
peace and submit with a cringing smile, 
spaniel-like to their present masters. If, 
however, the feeling of the people be as 
we believe it to be,in favor of self-govern- 
ment at Once, in favor of its inauguration 
on next Dominion day—if they desire to 
take the management of their affairs into 
theirown hands, instead of being hard- 
worked and high-taxed serfs of a few, 
let them iostruct their Representatives 
that Self-Government must be inangara- 
ted with Confederation. No excuse from 
Gov. Musgrave and his iutermediaries 
that he is without the power to assent 
tothe alteration of the consti- 
tation till Confederation shall have taken 
place, should be tolerated. If be bes 
not the power to assent to-day, he 
ought tofsapply himself with it before

AST NIGHT'S _DISPATCUES. 


BUROPS. 

Tovrs, Dec. 10—Ia an engagement on the 
30th at Poloy,20,000 French held their ground 
against 60,000 Prussians of Prince Frederick 
Charles, but were cut to pieces by the shells 
of the-enemy- The German artillery was 
severed with fatal and overwhelming effect. 
The Papal Zouaves fought bravely but were 
nearly all killed, 

The Government appeals to the people of 
France \o maintain a resistance which they 
say will endin triomph. The army of the 
Loire is still over 200,000 strong and 800,000 
French will bein arms ina month, even if 
Paris should fall. 

Loxpox, Dec. 5—A dispatch from Tours 
says, that in a battle on the 4th near Orleans 
the French had an army of 60,000. The bat- 
tle ended with a repulse of the French. On 
Sunday the success of the Germans was great 
altho’ bought with great cost. 

There is reliable evidence that Russia is 
prepared for war on a grand scale. 

New York, Dec. 5—The Prussians sent a 
flag into Paris to announce that Orleans is 
taken and the Loire army routed with a loss 
of 30 guns and 1,000 prisoners. 

There is a report that Ducrot is killed._ 

Dispatches in the matter of the Euxine 
have been sent to Vienna, Florence, Tours 
and Cocstantinople. They are similar to 
the one sent to Branow. The tenor of all 
the letters of the Russian demands is, that 
they are essential to the maintenance of 
peace. 


The King of Prussia telegraphs to the 
Queen on the 5th, Orleans was occupied last 
night without being stormed. The 15th corps 
of the first army on the 4th beat the French 
in several contests on the north-east. 

Rouen is taken with guns and 400 prisoners. 
sig Prussian loss was 1 killed and 60 wound- 
ea. 

Torns, Dec. 8—Cable dispatches annousces 
that Mont Argis wns evacuated by the Prus- 
sians last night. The army of the Loire bas 
begdn a southward movement. Advices from 
Paris to the 8th says: the Prussians are con- 
structing defensive works back of their first 
lines from which the French drove them, 
Large numbers of Prussian prisoners were 
taken to Paris after the battle of the second.
